It is t asy to s«3 that such a tyrannical, 
grossly despotic measure is intended for no 
good. It would have bsen shorter, more hon 
est and lees extensive, to allow these men to 
do all tbe voting at once. 

They are not satisfied, however, with this. 
They have further dcub'.s. Their officers of 
registration might not bJ r'Ad enough, and 
so they have added section 5, which provides 
"that this board shall, upon a person present- 
ing himself for registration, administer to him 
the cath of allegiance provided by the new 
Constitution; and after proponndicg any 
question they may thkk propar, and answer 
being returned, they shall then diligently in- 
quire and ascertain that inch person has not 
done any of the acts which are declared in the 
third, fourth and fifth sections of the said first 
article of the Constitution as causes of dis- 
qualification, and if the evidence brought to 
their knowledge shall satisfy them that he is 
disqualified under either of said sections, they , 
shall not enter his name as a voter in said 
eighth column or register of qualified voters, 
but shall carefully exclude it therefrom, not 
withstanding he may have taken the oath of 
allegiance prescribed in secUon i of said 1st 
article of the Constitution. 

This it can be seen gives them discretionaiy 
power in the matter. Upon any*or no evi- 
dence they can disfranchise a voter by refusing 
to register his namo. The way in which It 
will work is plain. The voter is asked . "Did 
you vote for emancipation in Maryland ?" On 
receiving a negative, he is at once disfran- 
chised. In this State it will be it th?y euc-

Oae of the survivor* from the stealer Gen. 
Lyon gives the following particulars of her 
loss: 

Tbe transpc rt Gen. Lyon left t\e bar off 
ilmicgton the morning of the 00:h. There 
were about 5U0 souls on Doard, among whom 
were 204 ciccbargrd soldiers, bsloiging to the 
56. b Uliuois infantry, also 160 paroied and es- 
caped Union prisoners, snd about 39 or 40 
families ot refugees. Tbe rt n of those aboard 
were the guard of the vessel and ofiicars and 
crew. Tae fire broke out about 9 r. x. and 
the vessel stood off Cape nalteras. Tbe fire 
was caused by a barrel of coal oil in the en- 
gine room. Tais cansed the fire to spread, 
boats were lowered, but weie smashed by 
the wheel or swamptd by the heavy sea. 

The captain of tbe steamer w»s In tbe first 
boat with Capt. Wilber ot the od.h 111., both 
drowned.
